A blindman walked into the college cafeteria the other 


the noon hour and as a calm smile formed on 
his lips he said, “I don't believe the area of this room was 
designed to accomodate the present need.” 

In the October 8 issue of The Hornet an editorial on this 
page entitled “Cafeteria a Problem” suggested a rearrange- 
ment of the facilities to allow a larger seating capacity. 
This was done and did eliminate most of the problem until 
winter weather forced a larger group of students into the 
over-crowded room, 

It is fine to express sympathy for the problem, but it 
makes a solution to the problem look even more remote, and 
sympathy during the new semester will help matters no 
more than it is helping them now. 

A plan, now in the process of completion by the regis- 
trar’s office, will schedule more noon classes and thas move 
more students into the cafeteria at 13 a.m. and 1 p.m. But 
will this effort on the part of Mr. Booker’s office take care 
of the overflow? 

When the blindman spoke of “this room” he was un- 
aware of two other rooms in the building. One of these 
rooms is reserved for the faculty and the other for noon 
meetings. An examination of the faculty and staff's dining 
hall shows capacity and over-capacity utilization, but the 
Ribera room is a different story. 

It does not seem illogical to assume that the clubs and 
organizations on campus would agree to conduct their noon 
meetings in the student lounge, Sierra room or ¢ ther loca- 
tions if it would help to eliminate Mrs. Stanton’s space 
problem.

A Ban on Thought 


Recently the superintendents of the West Point and 
Annapolis academies prohibited debates on the subject of 
United States recognition of Red China. 

The Department of the Army believes that the West 
Pointers should not “debate on such a controversial subject 
on which * * * national policy has already been estab- 
lished * * *.” On reading such a statement one wonders 
what has become of the pride of the army that its men are 
taught to think for themselves. There was much note given 
this point after the American and Russian armies met at 
the Elbe River. 

There it was found ,that an American lieutenant had 
more freedom of thought and action than did a Russian 
general. 

The view of the naval authorities is that the midship- 
men would be upholding “the communist philosophy and 
party line.” It is not unreasonable to suggest that denying 
access to the facts through free discussion is a fine way of 
fostering unhealthy curiosity. 

Another question to be faced is if once this type of ban 
gains a foothold will it spread to civilian colleges? 

This is a question which has special importance to us 
as students at such an institution. Even without reference 
to the bill of rights the prohibition is unreasonable. It 
would not be hard to imagine the development of free 
thought on this campus if there were to be more bans of 
this type. 

To resist a spreading of such restriction is a duty of the 
state colleges through the exercise of freedom of speech, 
thereby ensuring the dissemination of knowledge demo- 
eratically. 

Sacramento State College has a place in the protection 
of free knowledge. It is up to us to fill it, 
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“Lorena tried to kick his way out of that cafeteria jam today.”

Just how much advantage does the home standing basketball team 
have over the visitors ? That has been debated for years, but this year, 


possibly as never before, the answer seems to be “plenty.” 


Sacramento area hoop fans got a look at a perfect example of

sibly a player who usually uses wooden backboards has a hard time 
getting used to glass and vice versa. 
The difference may come from the psychological lit furnished by 
the rooting of partisan home town crowds 
Another possible source of the difference is in the officials, Some- 
times lax ollicials tend to favor the home team, the team that is 


paying their salaries and is backed up by a vocal home town crowd. 


The home court advantage may come from 4 combination of these 
factors. 

With the exception of the fans, these differences could be elim- 
inated. Sizes of gymnasiums should be standardized There is no 
excuse for a team having either a “oracker-box” gym or an excep- 
tionally large arena. Outsized gyms larger or smaller than usual, 
are advantazeous to the team that is used to them, teams that use 
them are simply begging for the advantage 


The backboards, too, could be standardized. Since most teams 
now possess glass boards, all teams should be required to install them, 
thus eliminating this difference between courts 

The question of officials is far more lifficult ta cope with. Since 
most officials are as impartial as posstble and sifice most judgments 
of their work are highly subjective, it is hard to pin down poor of- 
ficiating. The ranks of referees should be purged of “homers,” how- 
ever, if the game is to become fair for visiting teams 

When Hornet fans begin evaluating SSCs early season play they 
should bear in mind that as basketball now stands 
has a decided advantage. The Hornets opened the season with six 
road games before receiving the advantage of the home court. This 
is not designed as an alibi for the Hornets. They lon't need one. It 
is just a reminder that SSC will do better at home ind that they are 
a good ball club, worthy of the support of the Sacramento student 
body. 

The Hornet cagers ran into one of basketball's axioms Saturday 
night. There just is no substitute for heuht 

College of Pacific’s towering SSC 60-41 
COP controlled both boards and tended to bang ‘he Hornets shots 
back at them on defense 

Even despite the lopsided score, the Hornets kept the Tigers in 
closer check than did the University of California Bears Friday. 
Pacific scored 84 points against the PCC entry Friday but were held 
to 60 against SSC, The Hornet game was in Stockton too, while 
COP bested the Bears in Berkeley. 

Sacramento State's tallest men this season are J. C. Masters, 
Dick Vinei and Chas Hayes; all stand 6°94", COP has several players 
exceeding 6'6". Nick Romanoff of the Tigers at 67" is a foot taller 
than the Hornets Sam Pullaro. 

The directors of the Far Western conference recently took a step 
in the wrong direction when they voted to aimit holders of opposition 
student body cards free to all conference games 

Admitting the student body from the host college free is a ques- 
tionable practice but is fairly reasonable since those students partially 
support their team by the price paid for their student body cards. 
The visiting students contribute nothing to the home team, however, 
as their fees go to support their team 

It costs money to put on a football game and the host college 
should be allowed to make expenses. Often general admissions are 
few and the visiting students help to pay the cost of production,

SSC’s cagers will be out to 
settle an old score Saturday 
night when the Hornets entertain 
Pasadena Nazarene College in 
the community pavilion 

Two years ago,'the Crusaders 
knocked the Hornets out of the 
west coast finals of the National 
Association — of Intercollegiate 
Athletics tournament, Pasadena 
represented the west coast in the 
finals of that tourney again last 
season, 

With an enrollment of only 
812 students, Ken Koeppel’s Cru- 
saders have racked up an impres- 
sive record of wins.

“Fine reading for the inquiring

A handful of faculty members, 
a borrowed campus, 230 students 
and a one-year curriculum—-this 
was Sacramento State College 
as, established by a California 
Legislature bill seven years ago. 

This bill, creating a “four year 
state institution of higher educa- 
tion above the twelfth grade” in 
the city of Sacramento, answered 
a demand for instruction above 
the junior college ievel. 

It provided for rental space on 
the junior college campus and 
included funds for the purchase 
of a permanent site. 

SSC opened September 19, 
1947, the day its establishment 
became effective, Dr. Guy A. 
West, president, welcomed 113 
full-tirne and 117 part-time stu- 
dents who were directed by a sign 
hastily written on a cardboard 
taken from a /aundered shirt 

Faculty consisted of four full- 


New Ruiing Raises 
All Standards 
For State Colleges 


Admission standards for Cali- 
fornia’s state colleges have been 
raised by the State Board of Ed- 
ucation as an emergency measure 
10 supersede the previous ruling 
which restricted the coileges’ 
power to limit enrollment. 

Under this ruling, the college 
president concerned, together 
with the state superintendent of 
public instruction, may limit en- 
roliment, 

New entrance requirements 
set by the board state that a 
student must complete 50 high 
school semester periods (10 se- 
mester grades) of A and B work, 
plus passing an aptitude test for 
enirance to a state college, 

Test for Counseling 


If a student has 70 or more 
semester periods (14 semester 
grades) of A and B work, his 
testing would be used for coun- 


seling only and would not affect 
entrance, Minimum does not ine 
clude physica] education or mili- 
lary scrence 

The new ruling should not 
greatly affect admissions at Sac- 
ramento State College, according 
to Dr. Donald W. Aibright, Dean 
of Admissions. He said SSC's 
practice has been to encourage 
students who fel] short of re- 
quirements to enrol! at other in- 
stitutions which could better 
meet their needs, 

Administration Satisfied 

“We know by actual study that 
our freshmen classes compare 
favorably with freshmen classes 
in other four-year institutions. 
We are satisfied with the calibre 
of students enrolled at SSC,” Al- 
bright stated, 

No limit has bene set on the 
number of students who may en- 
roll in the spring, 1955 semester. 
Limitations in the fall, 1955, may 
be determined if necessary. 

Testing programs and academ- 
ic standards for entering fresh- 
men distinguished Caiifornia 
from many states where all high 
school graduates are eligible for 
entrance.

time instructors and 27 part-time 
teachers, all but one of whom 
were also faculty members of the 
junior college. Of the original 
group of full-time faculty mem- 
bers, Dr. Stephen L, Walker, 
dean of instruction; Dr. Hubert 
L. McCormick, chairman of the 
division of health and physical 
education; and Edwin Weinberg, 
associate professor of applied 
sciences; and Dr. Lelia T. Orms- 
by, professor of education, are 
still with the college. 

SSC offered classes totaling

This letter is written in refer-

At the time of the printing of 
the Hornet last week the eards 
had not been distribu‘ed and were 
considered unavailable until Mon- 
day of this week but were thus 
distributed in time for the basket- 
ball game Monday night. 

The melody of the Hornet 
Fight Song, taken from Down in 
Jungletown, is not in dispute, The 
proper authorities have been con- 
tacted in regard to the adoption 
of the melody and as the song 
now stands, it has been accepted.

Veterans Comprise Issue Line 


Fourth of Student 
Enrollment at SSC 


One-quarter of the full time 
students at Sacramento State 
College are veterans of either 
World War II or the Korean 
War, stated Dr. Donald W. Al- 
bright, admissions officer. 

Albright said that of the 390 
veterans, 364 are men and 26 are 
women. Of these, 292 of the men 
and 16 of the women were in 
the service during the Korean 
War and 72 of the men and 10 
of the women were in uniform 
during World War II. 

Albright also said that eight of 
the men and two of the women 
are attending coilege under dis- 
abled veterans program. The 
others are receiving benefits from 
World War II and Korean GI 
bills. 

Mrs. Joy C. Greenwood, vet- 
eran affairs clerk, said that there 
are a few other veterans who 
have not been counted because 
they have either not been certi-
